Aetlnr  upon  a  warrant  Uwued  by  a 
^udge  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  Brit- 
ish Columbia  at  the  Instance  of  the 
Federal  Oovernment.  the  city  police, 
assisted  by  a  aquad  of  military  police 
and  Federal  agents,  laat  night  mads 
a  series  of  raids  upon  premiaes  sup- 
posed to  be  occupied  by  offlcer*  and 
members  of  the  Chinese  National 
League.  A  score  of  places  were 
vbited.  and  all  papers,  books,  pert- 
oeloals.  letters,  photographs,  etc.. 
were  seised,  Inmates  of  the  places 
■aerched  and  everything  that  might 
possibly  be  documents  belonging  to 
the  league  or  constituting  its  propa- 
ganda taken.  The  literature  seised 
wss  carted  to  poUoe  headquarters, 
where  it  will  be  either  examined  here 
l»y  competent  Chinese  translators  or 
forwarded  to  OtUwa  to  be  disposed 
of  by  the  Federal  authorities. 

No  arrests  were  made  during  the 
Irald.  which  took  the  searchers  to  the 
following  prsmlsea:  The  headquarters 
of  the  league  at  64  (  Cormorant 
Btreet;  Lai  Chen  photographic  studio, 
eomer  of  Oovernment  and  Cormorant 
Btreets;  Oung  Sek  I«ong,  I4fi  John- 
son Street:  Lies  Kee  Tong.

TROOPS  OF  BELGIUM

LONDON.  Dec.  13.— Vice- Admiral 
Keyes.  commander  of  the  Dover 
Patit>l,  was  presented  with  the  free- 
dom of  Dover  today.  He  said  that 
the  Dover  Patrol  had  accounted  for 
thirty  submarines  between  January  1 
and   September   30. 

A  £80,000  sterling  fund  has  been 
started,  to  which  Lord  Northclifle 
donated  £10,000,  to  commemorate 
the  Patrol  by  the  erection  of  two 
monuments  on  the  cliffs  of  Dover 
and  Cap  Oris  Nez  and  to  make  pro- 
vision for  a  home  for  Dover  patrol- 
men. 

Vice-Admlral  Keyes  in  his  speech 
revealed  a  number  of  secrets  by 
which  the  great  successes  of  the 
anti-submarine   craft  were   achieved. 

He  explained  that  the  Channel 
barrage  .consisted  of  two  lines  of 
specially  built  ships  able  to  ride  at 
anchor  throughout  the  stlffeet  gales. 
They  were  provided  with  the  most 
powerful  searchlights.  One  line  ran 
from  Folkestone  to  Gris  Nes,  while 
a  second  extended  across  the  Chan- 
nel seven  miles  westward.  Scores  of 
drifters  and  small  craft  which  pa- 
trolled In  the  intervening  interval 
were  so  numerous  that  it  was  im- 
possible for  anything  to  pass  them. 
Underneath  them  were  masses  of 
submarine  devices.  The  duty  of  the 
patrol  craft  was  to  prevent  submar- 
ines passing  on  the  surface  and  to 
drive  them  down  to  the  perils  hid- 
den belOw  and  then  drop  depth 
chargea 

These  measures  were  so  successful 
that  by  September  of  this  year  sub- 
marines abandoned  the  Channel  pas- 
sage. There  was  definite  enemy 
proof  to  this  effect.  Between  Janu- 
•rr,  ISIS-,  anA.  September,  J.*fS,.-  Hie 
Flanders  submarine  fleet  loet  Uiirty 
U-boats,  of  which  seventeen  were 
identified  under  the  lighted  barrage. 
Many  others  were  not  definitely  Ip- 
oated.

ON  BOARD  THE  U.B.S.  GEORGE 
WASHINGTON.  Thursday,  Dec.  12.— 
President  Wilson  will  remain  In  Eu- 
rope poesibly  two  montha  returning 
to  Washington  when  indications  pre- 
vail that  his  presence  is  needed,  Just 
before  the  close  of  the  present  Con- 
gress. If  later  he  is  required  at  the 
peace  table,  it  is  said,  he  will  not  hes- 
itate to  return  to  France.  It  is 
known,  however,  that  he  hopes  to 
avoid  this  latter  contingency,  and 
that  all  afll&lrs  requiring  his  counsel 
will  be  disposed  of  before  the  mid- 
dle'of  February. 

Invitations  from  Europe  have  been 
coming  In  large  numbers  by  wireless, 
but  President  Wilson  has  been  uni- 
form in  decllniQg  them  and  trying  to 
keep  down  the  numbe^  of  ofllclal 
functions  arranged  for  him  to  a  min- 
imum. He  has  summarily  rejected  all 
Invitations  which  might  be  liable  to 
be  construed  as  meaning  that  he  is  on 
a  pleasure  trip. 

It  Is  said  that  President  Wilson's

Greek  Deputies  Question  TuriUsh 
Government  About  Atrocities 


-  SALONICA,  Dec.  13.— Dispatches  from  Constantinople  to 
the  semi-official  press  bureau  here  report  that  prior  to  the  arrival 
of  the  Allied  fleet  at  Constaintinople,  Greek  deputies  in  the  Turk- 
ish Parliament  demanded  to  know  what  the  present  Turkish 
Government  would  do  against  the  authors  of  the  cruel  treatment 
of  non-Turks  during  the  past  five  years^ 

The  Greek  deputies  declared  the  following;  acts  had  been 
committed :  , 

The  extermination  of  one  million  Armenians,  innocent  men, 
women  and  children,  and  the  confiscatioA  of  their  property. 

The  exterminatioii.  after  declaration  of  war,  of  550,000 
Greeks  in  the  regions  of  the  Black  Sea,  the  Marmora,  the  Aegean 
Sea  and  elsewhere. 

The  organization,  igder  the  pretext  of  mobilization,  of  bat- 
talions of  workmen  an  Ahe  extermination  of  250.000  Greek  sol- 
diea-s  by  hunger  and  hardships. 

Abolition  of  freedom  of  commerce  and  the  despoiling  of  the 
nation  by  ptacing  all  commerci  in  the  hands  of  favored  Turks 
„  J.    ^'^^^  treatment  of  the  Arabs,  which  caused  suffering  in  the 
Hedjaz,' Syria  and  MesopoUmia.

On  the  queetlon 
of  the  league  of  naUons  there  will  be 
discussion,  it  is  said,  whether  the 
league  shall  be  provided  for  in  the 
treaties  of  peace  or  later.  It  is 
known  to  be  President  Wilson's  posi- 
tion that  the  peace  treaties  should 
embody  agreements  to  create  a  league 
of  nations.  It  Is  also  known  to  be  his 
conviction  that  there  Is  strong  neces- 
sity for  establishing  upon  a  very  clear 
reflnitlon,  freedom  of  the  seas. 

The  much-discussed  point  two  in 
President  Wilson's  foAeen  essential 
points  on  peace,  on  wnlch  Great  Brit- 
ain has  reserved  decision,  is  said  to 
be  not  intended  to  specify  unqualifled 
freedom  of  the  seas  outside  territorial 
waters,  but  only  tOjstlpuUte  that  no 
single  nation  shall  "restrict  freedom, 
and  that  when  freedom  Is  restricted 
It  shall  be  only  by  a  concrete  power 
enforcing  international  covenants.  It 
is  expected  that  the  President  will 
appreciate  what  may  be  differences  in 
opinion,  rather  than  of  principle,  and 
that  he  will  rely  upon  open-minded 
conferences  and  proceesee  which  will 
not  Involve  unnecessary  antagonism. 
It  is  said  to  be  his  attitude  that  nei- 
ther the  United  Statee  nor  the  other 
Governments  should  assume  the  role 
of  master,  and  that  he  believes  he  Is 
supported  by  public  opinion  generally 
aa  to  the  agreement  to  be  sought  for 
between  peoples  rather  than  govern- 
ments, as  essentials  to  a  people's  war. 
The  reduction  of  armaments  pro- 
posed In  President  Wilson's  fourteen 
points  specifies  reductions  not  t>elow 
domestic  safety,  and  sUteemen  eeem 
to  be  agreed  that  no  reduction  of 
domestic  armaments  without  interna- 
tional safety  is  expected. 

The  attitude  of  President  Wilson 
with  regard  to  Indemnity  is  believed 
to  be  that  the  necessity  for  the  pay- 
ment cC  a  great  sum  will  be  Justlfled 
imiy  If  based  on  more  careful  and 
Judicial  consideratlona  The  Presi- 
dent is  said  to  agres  fully  with  the 
Entente  Premiers  as  to  the  grestt 
wrongs  of  miUtary  powsr.  but  to  fsel 
meet  strongly  that  the  ways  of  right- 
ing them  most  be  oonsMent  with  the 
objects  of  the  war.

MUCH  DESTRUCTION  WROUGHT  BY  MOB, 
INCLUDING  COSTLY  FIRE  APPARATUS 

MONTREAL,  Dec.  13.^The  strike  of  poUcemen,  Eremen  and 
engineers  and  incinaration  department  employees  came  to  an  end 
tonight  at  9  o'clock,  the  men  agreeing  to  arbitrate. 

Director  of  Public  Safety  Tremblay,  his  assistant,  Arthur  Munn, 
and  Chief  of  Detectives  J.  A.  Belanger  will  not  continue  in  their  pres- 
ent capacity.  Members  of  the  unions  said  that  these  officers  could 
not  continue  in  their  present  posts,  and  that  satisfactory  assurances  to 
this  effect  over  the  signature  of  E.  R.  Decary,  chairman  of  the  dty 
administrative  commission,  had  been  received.  Without  this  assur- 
snce  the  strikers  would  not  have  considered  arbitration. 

The  posts  of  director  of  public  safety  and  assistant  should  be 
abolished,  was  the  opinion  of  aldermen  in  caucus  tonight,  when  by  a* 
vote  constituting  the  two-thirds  necessary  to  make  such  action  effflc> 
tive  in  the  City  Council,  they  resolved  that  provision  for  the  salaries 
for  these  two  officers  be  struck  from  the  city's  budget  for  1919. 

The  strike  lasted  only  thirty-three  hours,  but  damage  estimated 
in  the  himdreds  of  thousands  of  dollars  was  done,  chiefly  to  fire  sta- 
tions, where  valuable  apparatus  was  destroyed,  and  to  some  police 
stations.    Scores  of  fire  alarm  boxes  were  also  damaged. 

At  the  same  time,  too,  a  fire  captain  was  sent  to  a  hospital,  hav- 
ing been  wounded  in  a  fight  with  rioters,  as  were  also  three  detectives. 

Youths  wrecked  a  fire  station  and  gangs  pillaged  stores.  Some 
of  these  latter  were  arrested  by  the  police,  who  forgot  for  the  momeat 
they  were  on  strike.

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Constitution  of  Local  Commit- 
tees and  Method  of  Proce- 
dure are  Altered — Prelimin- 
ary Investigation  to  be  Held. 


OTTAWA,  Dec  13.^ — RegulaUons 
governing  local  fair  price  committees 
are  changed.  Under  the  order-ln- 
7  council  ot  October  3,  the  council  of 
any  municipality  was  empowered  to 
ai^point  a  committee  of  two  or  more 
of  its  offlcers.  to  be  knwn  as  the 
fair  price  committee.  Both  the  consti-* 
tution  of  the  fair  price  committee 
and  the  procedure  to  be  adopted  have 
now  been  placed  on  a  different  basis. 

The  method  to  be  adopted  In  hold- 
ing an  inquiry  will  be  as  follows: 

1 — A  municipal  council  will  ap- 
poi[^t  a  committee  of  three  reeldent 
taxpayers,  to  be  known  as  the  fair 
price  inquiry  committee.  This  com- 
mittee will  make  a  preliminary  In- 
quiry into  the  coet  of  any  necessary 
of  life  named  by  the  municipal  coun- 
cil and  the  price  at  which  the  neces- 
sary Is  held  for  sale.  £}yidence  may 
be  taken  under  oath,  and  the  In- 
quiry is  to  be  held  in  camera. 

The  fair  price  inquiry  committee 
will  report  to  the  municipal  council 
whether  further  inquiry  should  be 
held. 

Should  the  price  inquiry  committee 
recommend  further  investigation,  the 
municipal  council  Is  empowered  to 
appbint  a  commission  of  three  mem- 
bers. One  is  to  be  a  Judge  of  the 
county  or  district  court  of  the  county 
or  district  in  which  the  municipality 
Is.  He  will  act  as  chairman.  Another 
member  will  repreeent  labor  or  con- 
sumers. The  third  member  will  rep- 
reeent the  trade  dealing  In  the  neces- 
sary of  life  under  investigation. 

The  commission  will  rc^i>ort  .  its 
findings  to  the  Minister  of  Labor  and 
to  the  municipal  council.  They  also 
will  be  published  in  the  prees  of  the 
distrtot  concerned. 


Ban  on  Use  In  Manufactures  Is 
Lifted  and  Eating  Hous*  Re- 
strictions Removed  — -  Beef 
Still  Conserved. 


OTTAWA.  Dec.  is.— The  ban  on  efis 
use  of  sugar  for  making  French  pas- 
try. Iced  cakes  or  biscuits,  for  candy 
for  private  consumption,  as  well  as 
in  the  manufacture  of  Icing  sugar,  has 
been  removed.  The  war  restrictions 
on  the  method  of  serving  sugar  In 
public  eating  places  also  are  with- 
drawn. 

On  and  after  January  1,  white  ot 
granulated  sugar  may  be  used  in  mak- 
ing bread,  etc.  So.  too,  the  restric- 
tions In  the  use  of  sugar  in  the  manu- 
facture of  canned  goods^  blsculU,  cake, 
dough  products,  candy,  chocolate, 
table  syrups  and  the  like,  medicinal 
preparaUons.  beers  and  soft  drinlts. 
dessert  and  Jelly  powders.  Ice  creams, 
and  even  on  chewing  gum,  will  not  be 
In  force.  For  manufacture,  sugar  may 
be  purchased  without' the  regular  per- 
mit, but  It  must  be  noted  that  the  re- 
strictions in  public  eaUng  places  on  ' 
the  use  of  beef,  butter  and  fats,  and 
for  the  use  of  all  animal  fats  by  man- 
ufacturers still  rembiln  in  force.  I 

The  cancellation  of  so  many  miss 
which  war  had  imposed  on  our  Can- 
adian use  of  sugar  has  been  made  pos- 
sible through  unexpected  improvement 
In  our  stocks,  but  the  food  board  de- 
sires the  public  stm  to  be  reasonably 
restrained  and  to  avoid  anything  like 
extravagant  use  of  any  of  these  arti- 
cles, because  it  wlU  still  be  some  wsoks 
before  supplies  and  distribution  can 
be  at  all  compared  with  pre-war  oon- 
diUons.  ..,

VIKNNA.  Dee.  IS. — Count  Osomln. 
former  Austro-Rungarlan  Foreign 
Minister,  gave  the  oorreapondent  an 
opportunity  today  to  read  a  copy  of 
the  Istter  which  was  sent  to  Bm- 
peror  Charles  in  April.  1917.  In 
which  the  Minister  declared  that  the 
condition  of  Austria  was  growing 
desperate,  vin  the  letter.  Count 
Csemin  told  the  Bmperor  that  he 
did  not  think  another  Winter  cam- 
paign was  possible,  and  asserted  It 
Was  neoessary  that  peace  negotiations 
should  be  begun. 

The  letter,  which  waa  referred  to 
In  interviews  which  Count  Csernln 
gave  the  oorrefpondent  last  week, 
follows: 

"Tour   Majesty   it   Is  evident   that 

our  military  power  Is  on  the  verge  of 

exhaustion.     I  need  but  instance  the 

I  complete  drying  up  of  the  sources  of 

I  man    power   and   the    despair   which 

'  has  taken  hold  of  all  portions  of  the 

.  population,   who  are     so     under-fed 

that  the  misery  of  war  can  no  longer 

be  borne  by  them. 

"Though  I  hope  that  we  may  suc- 
ceed in  holding  out  during  the  next 
few  months,  and  In  m&lntalning  a 
successful  defensive.  I  am  quite  con- 
vinced that  another  Winter  cam- 
paign is  thoroughly  impossible.  At 
all  costs,  the  war  Juust  be  brought 
to  a  conclusion  in  the  Summer,  or 
the  early  part  ef  the  Autumn.  It  is 
essential  that  peace  negotiations 
should  be  started  before  tfas  waning 
of  strength  Is  appreciated  clearly  by 
our  enemies. 

"Should  we  approach  the  Entente 
when 'conditions  in  the  Interior  'of 
the  Empire  leave  no  doubt  of  our 
Immediate  collapse,  It  would  be  fu- 
tile to  believe  that  the  Entente  would 
grant  conditions  unless  they  were 
equivalent  to  the  complete  annihila- 
tion of  the  Central  Powers." 

Count  Csernln's  letter  goes  on  to 
paint  a  gloomy  picture  of  conditions 
in  the  empire  and  continues:  "There 
is  danger  of  revolution  which  threa- 
tens the  whole  of  Europe — which  Is 
supported  by  England,  and  represents 
her  latest  mode, ot  warfare. 

"Five  sovereigns  have  been  dethron- 
ed under  conditions  which  give  rise  to 
serious  thoughts.  It  Is  no  use  argu- 
ing against  this  faot  by  sajrlng'that 
conditions  In  Austria-Hungary  are 
different  or  that  tho  monarchical  sys- 
tem Is  so  deeply  rooted  in  Vienna  and 
Berlin  that  a  similar  danger  does  not 
exist  there." 


Export   Restrictions  Removed 

TORONTO,  Dec.  13. — The  War 
Trade  Board  announces  that  the  Brit- 
ish Ministry  of  MunlUons  advises 
that,  in  view  of  the  relaxation  of 
control  formerly  exercised  over  va- 
rious materials,  the  procedure  by 
which  applications  for  export  of 
goods  from  the  United  Kingdom  to 
Canada  are  first  submitted  to  the 
British  priority  department  of  the 
War  Trade  Board  here,  now  unneces- 
sary.

BREST.  Dec.  IS.— President  Wilson 
reached  the  harbor  of  Brest  on  board 
the  steamship  George  Washington  at 
1  o'clock  thUi  afternoon,  and  within 
an  hour  stepped  oh  shore,  the  Urst 
time  an  American  PreAdent  had  trod 
European  solL  ,  Olie  Art^al  was  the 
culmlnaUon  ot  ga  imposing  naval 
spectacle,  which  began  as  the  presi- 
dential fleet  rounded  the  outer  capes, 
then  passed  the  entrance  forts  and 
moved  maJesUoally  Into  tho  harbor, 
where  the  Qeorge  Washington 
anchored  at  the  head  of  a  long  dou- 
ble column  of  American  dreadnaughts 
and  destroyers  and  the  unlta  of  a 
French   erulser  squadron. 

Soon  after  the  arrival  of  the  pres- 
idential fleet  -Stephon  PIcbon,  the 
French  rorelgn  Minister,  and  Georges 
L«ygues,  the  Minister  of  Marine,  who 
were  at  Brest  to  meet  the  President 
op  behalf  of  the  French  Oovernment, 
boarded  the  Qeorge  Washington  to 
extend  their  first  greeting. 

American  Ambassador  Sharp,  <3oL 
B.  M.  House,  Oen.  Pershing.  Qsn. 
Bliss,  Admiral  Benson  and  other 
prominent  Americane  alsoT  went  on 
board.  .  Among  them  was  Mies  Mar- 
garet Wllso^  the  President's  daogta- 
ter.  who  had  been  singing  for  Ameri- 
can soldiers. 

President  Wilson's  progress  from 
the  pier  to  his  train  was  amidst  a 
vociferous  welcome  from  the  throngs 
In  the  streets. 

The  President  deUvered  a  brief  ad- 
dress  aftsr  landing  at  Brest,  thanking 
Mayor  Coude  for  the  Breton  weleomo 
given  hifli.  Ho  then  drove  tllreugh 
the  cheering  crowds,  the  frantic  ova- 
tlon  oontlnoing  ufittl  ho  reached  tAe 
railway  station. 

Mayor  Ooude  of  Brest  in  greeting 
President  Wilson  as  he  landed  bore 
today  said: 
"Mr.  President: 

"I  feel  tha  deepest  emotion  In  pre- 
senting to  you  the  welcome  of  the 
Breton  popuUtion.  The  ship  bring- 
ing you  to  this  port  is  the  symbol 
under  the  ausplcee  of  which  the  le- 
gions of  your  pacMe  cltlsens  sprang 
to  arms  In  the  grand  oaese  of  Indo- 
pendenee.  Undor  the  same  ansplceo 
today  you  bring  to  tho  tormented 
■oil  of  Kuropa  the  comfort  of  your

It  was  report- 
ed that  the  limit  placed  on  Canadian 
packers'  profits  was  preventing  the 
establishment  within  Canada  of  fur- 
ther cold  storage  enterprises,  would 
tend  to  drive  existing  establishments 
out  of  business  and  restrain  their 
further  expansion. 

-The  limit  on  packers'  profits  was 
imposed  after  considerable  public  dis- 
cussion. Large  profits  on  bacon  made 
by  the  principal  cold  storage  com- 
panies had  been  pointed  out  In  the 
O'Connor  report,  and  were ,  later  em- 
phasized by  the  Henderson  commis- 
sion, appointed  by  the  government 
to  investigate.  The  latter  oommls- 
sion  devoted  its  attention  particular- 
ly to  the  William  Davles  Company. 
Ltd.,  and  Matthews-Blackwell.  Ltd. 
As  a  result  of  the  commission's  re- 
port, the  government  passed  an  or- 
der-ln-oonncil  limiting  packers'  pro- 
fits to  7  per  cent  on  actually  invested 
capital.  A  dividend  of  7  per  cent 
was  to  go  free  of  taxation.  But  be- 
tween 7  and  15  per  cent  the  tax  was 
to  b«  SO  per  cent  on  profita  over  7 
p«r  cent  Profits  over  15  per  eent 
were  to  go  to  the  treasury. 

The  order-ln-eouncll  imposing  the 
limit  was  passed  in  March  and  made 
retroactive  to  January  1  Isst.  It  was 
to  continue  in  force  "during  the  pres- 
ent war  and   until   further  ordered."

The  middle  clasa 
wlU  be  able  to  depend  on  the  support 
of  tha  niral  population  whaa  the  time 
oomee  for  the  esUbllshmant  of  rep« 
resentative  government. 

There  Is  nothing  spectacular  la 
Germany's  revolution,  nor  to  it  evf- 
dent  yet  the  change  In  government 
has  the  endoreement  of  the  people. 
It  began  with  the  muUny  In  the  fleet, 
an4  the  eallors  rising  at  KleL  lol- 
dlers  and  workmen  dispatched  from 
Mambarg  and  Xioi  eelasd  authority 
at  Hanover.  A  somewhat  almllar 
procedure  took  place  in  almoet  every 
city  aad  towa.  Tboae  responsible 
copied  the,  Rusprfan  revolutionists  by 
proclaiming  their  antipathy  to  the 
Bourgeoisie.  The  revolution,  from  its 
beginning,  has  been  a  class  warf  not 
an  attempt  to  emancipate  the  eoan- 
try  so  that  the  freedom  of  every  ele- 
ment of  the  population  may  be 
secureild.  A  tjrplcal  Instance  of  what 
took  place  throughout  the  country  oo- 
ourred  In  Munich  whM*  an  ex-editor 
of  Vorwaerts  made  himself  Minister- 
President  by  simply  Issuing  an  edict 
and  selecting  his  eolleaguas  from  aa- 
known  men  and  women  who  chose  to 
associate  themselves  with  him.  The 
upshot  of  these  developments  meana 
there  is  no  central  pow«r  in  Germany 
today.  CItlee  and  towns  are  being 
ruled  by  .koUUara'  .  and  .  .workraen:a 
councils  who  already  are  clashing 
wHh  the  authority  exercised  by  Herr 
Bbert  who  Is  the  nominal  leader  of 
the  Government.  Germany,  too,  la- 
making  exactly  the  same  mlsUke  as 
Russia  did  In  ignoring  the  Duma,  for 
Herr  ^ert's  Government  has  com- 
pletely efltoced  the  Reichstag  and 
also  the  RepresenUtive  AssembUes  in 
eac^  of  the  individual  It^tes.  Hence. 
Germany  Is  now  governed.  If  that 
term  can  be  employed,  by  a  dictator- 
ship of  self-appointed  spokesmen  of 
the  soldiers  and  workmen  instead  of 
being  a,  democracy  established  b^ 
means  of  representative  instltuUons. 
Aa  loag  aa  this  condition  prsvalls,  or- 
at  least  untU  a  consUtuent  assembly 
te  elected,  there  will  be  no  ordered 
government  In  Germany.  The  dlc- 
tetorshlp  that  exlste  will  be  constant- 
ly, threatenisd  by  the  Spartecus  group 
which  is  certain  to  gain  In  strength 
on  account  of  the  chaos  that  Is  de- 
veloping. '  ,    ■     , 

The.  whole  theoretical  trainingr  of 
the  German  mind  has  got  to  be  al- 
tered before  true  democracy  will  pre- 
vail In  that  country.  In  the  past  op- 
posing doctrines  have  divided  the 
country— .one  Militarism^  the  other 
Marxtom.  They  are  both  pernicious 
for  while  the  one  believes  In  war  the 
other  conceives  revolatloa  is  the  «nly 
^panacea.  They  are  both  based  on 
force.  In  esienoe  they  are  identical 
for  they  have  undisguised  force  and 
violence  as  their  basis  and  th^y  be- 
lieve In  an  unconstitutional  dlctetor- 
ship.  There  ^  hope  that  In  the  com- 
ing election  Germany  will  throw  off 
for  ever  the  shackles  of .  both  those 
false  dogmas  and  emerge  Into  tlTe 
realm  of  democracy  as  free  and  rea- 
sonable beings,  but  the  situation  Is 
doubtful,  and,  so  far,  has  been  to^ 
analogous  to  that  In  Russia  to  make 
the  hope  of  Immediate  settlement 
very  bright  It  is  the  world's  hope 
that  the  revolution  will  take  a  fruitful 
apd  benign  course,  for  upon  what  is 
happening  In  Germaay  now.  aad  what 
wUl  happen  In  the  forthcoming 
months,  will  largely  depend  the  settle- 
ment of  Middle  Europe.  Conditions 
of  weakness  and  disorganisation  are 
rampant  but  there  are  the  latent  posr 
slbllltles  of  strengtli  and  union.  If 
Marxism  and  Bolshevism  between 
them  do  not  ruin  the  country  by  the 
class  warfare  they  are  endeavoring  to 
propagate,  while  seeming)^  at  odds 
with  one  another,  there  is  hope  for 
the  estebllshment  of  tma  represen- 
tative government  In  Germany.

Sir  Thomas  White,  addressing  ths 
delegates,    emphasized    the    need    for 
study  of   means   to   prevent   the    Do- 
minion's annual  fire  waste. 

Canada  appeared  to  have  the  ttn« 
favorable  position  of  having  the  <reat- 
est.  Are  loss  per  capita  of  any  country 
in  the  world.  In  Swltxerland  ahd 
The  Netherlands  the  annual  Are  loss 
was  about  one  dollal-  per  capita;  in 
Canada  the  per  capita  loss  was  about 
three  dollars. 

The  flffures  belnc  as  great  as  they 
are,  eveArythlng  possible  'should  be 
done  by  those  Interested  and  by  the 
fovemraent  to  minimise  as  greatly  as 
may  be  possible  tl^e  disastrous  efTects 
of  Are  losses  In  Canada. 

During  a  period  of  five  years  en- 
ded  1*17,  the  tfnnaat  fire  loss  of  Can^ 
ada  was  $17,000,000  on  the  average. 
Liast  year  the  loss  was  ftO, 000,000, 
and  this  year,  as  far  as  could  be 
forecast.  It  might  reach  |SS,000.000 
Statistical  information  showed  that 
from  60  to  76  per  cent  of  that  loss 
was  wholly  or  partially  preventable. 
Sir  Thomas  concluded  by  promis- 
ing that  the  recommendations  of  the 
convention  would  receive  the  most 
careful  consideration  of  the  govern- 
ment. 

W.  H.  Chapley.  Canadian  Manu- 
facturers' Association,  was  appointed 
chairman  of  the  convention.  The 
United  Farmers  of  Alberta  were  rep- 
resented by  A.  Van  R.  Schermerhorn.

To  the  grand  Jury  It 
seemed  that  in.  case  of  fire  a  holo- 
caust would  result,  as  the  watchman 
could  not  possibly  unlock  the  cells 
In  time  to  aUow  all  the  boys  to  ee- 

f*i?*'  ^  ***  ***"  unfortunate  little 
fellows  in  the  punishment  cells,  they 
would   have  no   chance   whatever. 

If  the  complaints  of  the  boys  are 
true  the  treatment  received  from  one 
of  the  guards  was  quite  In  keeping 
wHh  the  dismal  place  in  which  they 
sxplale  their  offences  against  law  and 
order.  Boys,  large  alnd  *  small,  com- 
plained of  brutal  treatniient  ft-om  this 
offleial.  who,  they  say,  beat  them 
over  the  helad  with  a  stick  and  grasp- 
ed them. by  the  throat.'     • 

The  graiM  Jury  had  something  to 
say  about  the  proposed  abolition  of 
grand  Juries,  and  one  of  the  strong- 
•■*  arguments  adduced  In  a  lengthy 
and  cogent  statement  of  reasons  for 
continuing  an  ancient  part  of  the  or- 
ganisation of  Justice  was  that  with- 
out the  grand  Jury  Just  such  abuses 
as  had  been  brought  t©  light  at  the 
boys'  home  might  go  oh  Unchecked. 

By  contrast  the  grand  Jury  found 
the  girls  'Industrial  school  a  real 
home,  a  bright  well-kept  place, 
where  real  reform  work  was  possi- 
ble.

ASK  FAIR  TREATMENT 
FOR  PENSIONED  MEN 

OTTAWA,  Dec.  IS. — Reports  ffom 
certain  parte  of  the  Dominion  Indi- 
cate that  in  eome  cases  when  re- 
turned soldiers  drawing  pensions  from 
the  Oovemment  apply  for  employ- 
ment it  is  suggested  that  because  of 
their  pensions  they  can  afford  to  taks 
less  remuneration  than  others.  This 
Is  unfair  to  those  men,  and  is  caus- 
ing some  ill  feeling,  for  those  to 
whom  the  suggestion  is  made  natur- 
ally feel  that  they  are  being  discrim- 
inated against. 

"Returned  men,"  says  an  offldal 
metnorandnm  Issued  today,  "naturally 
demand  the  right  to  be  treated  on  the 
same  ground  as  others.  When  they 
went  away  to  the  war  they  were 
generally  assured  that.  In  the  matter 
of  employment,  they  would  bo  well 
looked  after  when  they  returned.  It 
was  never  suggested  that  because  of 
their  pension  they  should  work  for 
less  than  others.  It  Is  hoped  that 
employera  of  labor  may  bear  this  In 
mind  when  dealing  with  applications 
and  readily  co-operate  to  help  these 
men  back  into  their  former  habits  of 
life.  The  returned  soldier  Is  the  last 
person  who  should  be  subjected  to 
halrspUtUng."  «

The  Victoria  Reconstruction  Group, 
the  local  orvaniaatlon  formed  to  co- 
operate In  a  nation-wide  movement 
Cor  the  efficient  rehabilitation  of 
Canada'a  .returned  aoldlers.  la  rapidly 
belnar  welded  Into  worklnv  shape. 

Laat  night  at  a  meeting  In  the  Board 
of  Trade  auditorium  a  nominating 
committee  was  appointed  to  name 
members  of  the  several  standing  com- 
mittees suggested  in  the  tentative  out- 
line of  purpose  presented  at  a  previ- 
ous meeting  of  the  group  by  its  chair- 
man, Mr.  Joshua  Klngham.  This 
committee  Is  composed  of  Major  W.  B. 
Shaw.  Joseph  Taylor.  Right  Rev. 
Bishop  Scliofield.  Comrade  J.  Kldner 
and  Mrs.  R.  8.  Day. 

The  business  of  general  organiza- 
tion was  the  principal  basis  for  dis- 
cussion last  night,  and  few  new  pro- 
posals were  given  out.  It  was  decided, 
however,  to  have  a,  committee  added 
to  those  already  authorized  'to  con- 
sldier  the  problems  of  soldiers'  unem- 
ployment insurance,  pensions  and 
aUens. 

Mr.  Klngliam  declared  tliat  it  might 
come  ^  within  the  scope  of  the  group 
to  see  that  the  jobs  held  open  for 
men  who  went  overseas  should  be  re- 
stored to  them. 

'•I  liave  reason  to  know  that  several 
employers  In  this  city  had  made  pro- 
mises to  their  en>ployees  that  If  they 
enlfbted  their  positions  would  be  held 
vacant  for  them,  and  that  these  pro- 
mises have  not  been  carried  out,"  de- 
clared Mr.  Klngham.  "I  have  no 
hesitation  in  aaying  that  public  opinion 
should  be  so  strong  that  any  employer 
trying  to  do  that  kind  of  thing  would 
be  forced  to  make  good  his  promise  to 
get   out   of   business." 

Mr.  Christian  Sivertz,  representing 
the  Trades  and  Ldibor  Council,  sugges- 
ted that  represenUtives  of  the  Fed- 
eral and  Provincial  Qovernments 
shoulA'  become-  officially  connected 
with  the  reconstruction  groups,  so 
that  pressure  might  be  brought  to  bear 
on  the  legislative  and  administrative 
powers  of  the  country. 

The  general  opinion  of  the  meeting 
was  that  no  soldier  should  be  discharg- 
ed from  the  army  until  he  was  In  a 
position  to  earn  liia  own  living  by 
other  means,  and  that  In  case  of  un- 
employment the  Government  should 
see  that  the  soldier  was  protected  by 
temporary  pension  or  insurance. 

"Ther^  are  some  men  who  would 
rather  go  without  any  pay  and  be 
free  on  the  streets  than  receive  army 
pay  and  be  subjected  to  official  red 
tape,"  said  Bishop  Schofield.  who 
added  that  too  liberal  insurance 
might  provide  a  dangerous  induce^ 
ment  for  men  to-get  out-of  the  army 
when  there  was  no  opportunity  of  civil 
absorption.-  He  felt  that  certain  regu< 
latlons  now  In  foroe  could  be  amende 
ed  to  inake  easier  the  lot  of  the  sol- 
dier during  the  period  between  his 
return  from  Prance  and  hU  discliarge 
from  the  army.

A  change  in  the  existing  Prohibition 
Aet  whereby  iu  administration  here- 
after shall  be  carried  on  by  a  board 
of  commisBloners.  or.  at  least,  that  if 
the  present  method  of  one-man  ad- 
ministration be  adhered  to.  that  the 
posiUon  rendered  vacant  by  the  re- 
cent dismissal  of  former  Commis- 
sioner W.  J.  Flndlay  be  given  to  an 
efficient  and  trustworthy  man  at  a 
salary  that  will  be  ample  to  obviate 
any  temptation  to  him  to  violate  hia 
trust.  Is  being  favored  by  many  mem- 
bers of  the  People's  ProhiblUon  Asso- 
ciation. 

These  saggestlons  ■  were  advanced 
by  Mr.  John  Nelson,  of  Vancouver, 
president  of  the  ProvlncUl  Prohibi- 
tion Association,  and  Mr.  G.  H.  Rob- 
ertson, president  of  the  Victoria 
branch  of  the  organization,  during  a 
conference  yesterday  afternoon  with 
Premier  Oliver.  Both  gentlemen.  Mr. 
Nelson  stated,  met  the  Premier,  not  in 
their  olficial  capacities,  but  merely  In 
the  way  of  having  a  chat  with  him 
over  the  situaUon  which  has  arisen 
consequent  upon  Mr.  Findlay's  dis- 
missal and  arrest. 

They  urged  the  necessity  of  the 
Government  making  an  investigation 
to  ascertain  the  truth  or  otherwise  of 
the  rumors  tbat  there  have  been 
wholesale  violations  of  the  prohibition 
regulations. 

commission  Needed 

Mr.  Nelson  stated  last  evening  that 
the  Prohibition  organization,  at  the 
very  outset  when  the. present  act  was 
being  drafted,  urged  upon  the  then 
Government  tlial  the  act,  if  approved 
by  the  electors  and  made  law,  should 
be  adminlstei^ed  by  a  commission  of 
Independent  men.  But  instead  the  act 
as  approved  by  the  then  Legislature 
and  passed  by  the  people,  provided  for 
its  administration  by  the  Superintend- 
ent of  Provincial  police,  When  the 
present  administration  came  into 
power,  which  It  did  before  the  act 
was  formally  operative,  the  act  was 
amended  to  provide  for  the  adminis- 
tration being  placed  In  the  hands  of 
a  commissioner,  Mr.  Flndlay  being  th^ 
appointee  to  the  office. 

In  view  of  recent  happenings,  the 
move  to  have  the  one-man  system  of 
administration  supplanted  by  that  of 
a  board  of  commissioners  Is  evidently 
finding  favor  with  those  who  are 
anxious  that  the  enforcement  of  the 
act  shall  be  placed  upon  a  safe  basis, 
eliminating  the  possibility  of  any  in- 
fluence being  brought  to  bear  to  pre- 
vent the  law  being  impartially  and 
efficiently  enforced.

Mr.  F.  J 
Barnard,  moved  to  British  Columbia 
in  1880  when  Sir  Frank  was  in  his 
Infancy,  and  from  that  time  until  the 
present  he  Lieutenant-Governor  has 
made  his  home  praoUcally  continu- 
ously In  this  Province.

NEW  YORK.  Dec  ll.->Th«  chal- 
lenge from  the  Royal  Ulator  Tacht 
Club  for  the  America  Cup  had  not 
been  received  at  the  New  York 
Yacht  Club  today.  Surprise  waa  ex- 
pneaed  by  memb^ra  of  the  club  that 
It  had  been  sent  ao  soon  after  the 
close  of  the  war.  In  the  absence  of 
Secretary  Oeorse  A.  Cormack.  who  la 
in  Washington,  and  Commodore 
Qeenre  B.  Baker,  who  waa  not  at 
heme  or  at  the  club,  no  otBolal  atate- 
ment  waa  forthcoming.       'v    >> 

Sir  Thomas  Lipton  thrtbe  tuta  at- 
temptad  to  lift  the  America  Cup, 
historically  known  as  the  trophy  for 
the  "blue  ribbon"  erent  of  yachtlnc 
between  the  United  Statea  and  Great 
Britain.  Three  Shamrocks  have  come 
across  the  seas  and  fouvht  for 
supremacy,  but  unsuccessfully,  with 
Amerlcan-bullt  craft  over  the  trlan- 
srular  windward  and  leeward  coursea 
olT  Sandy  Hook,  and  sUll  another 
Shamrock,  called  Shamrock  IV.,  waa 
being  sent  across  the  Atlantic  In  the 
Stlmmer  of  1914  for  a  contest  for  the 
cup  when  the  European  war  broke 
out.  This  race,  for  which  American 
syndicates  had  built  a  trio  of  yachts, 
one  of  which  waa  to  defend  the  oup, 
waa  never  sailed,  and  Shamrpck  IV. 
since  has  been  lying  at  a  Brooklyn 
shipyard.  The  three  American 
yachts  were  the  Resolute.  Vanltle  and 
Defiance.  After  several  preliminary 
races  to  choose  a  defender,  the  own- 
ers of  the  Defiance  decided  to  with- 
draw their  craft  from  competition. 

Under  the  rules  governing  con- 
tests for  the  America  Cup  Is  the  pro- 
vision that  the  challenger  shall  sail 
on  her  own  keel  across  the  sea.  While 
the  Shamrock  IV.  was  on  her  way  and 
in  danger  of  being  destroyed  by  sub- , 
marines,  the  New  York  Yacht  Club, 
custodian  of .  the  America  Cup,  aent  a 
wlreleas  dispatch  to  Sir  Thomaa  Lip- 
ton  off  the  Aaores  lalanda  giving  him 
permission  to  have  hla  ateam  yacht, 
the  famoua  Erin,  tow  the  Shamrock  1 
IV.  to  New  York. 

The  America  Cup  waa  a  trophy  put 
up  by  Queen  Victoria  In  1861  for  an 
InternaUonal  yacht  race.  It  was  won 
by  the  schooner  yapht  America,  which 
at  last  accounto  was  lying  in  Boston.

The  annual  meeting  o(  t^e  Victoria 
branch  of  the  Britleh  ColambU  So- 
ciety fof  the  Preveatton  of  Cruelty  to 
AnImaJa  was  held  In  the  City  Counoil 
chamber  on  Tuesday,  there  belnr  a 
fairly  rood  attendance  of  hieinbera 
lUv.  EL  o.  Miller,  the  'preetdent.  waa  tn 
the  chair. 

'  The  annual  report  showed  that  there 
had  been  aeveral  chances  in  the  per- 
sonnel of  olBcers  of  the  society.  Mr. 
Palmer  tettrad  from  tiie  aeoretanratalp 
after  ten  years  in  olBee,  and  Mr.  W. 
B.  Pease  was  elected  In  his  place.  Mt. 
1.  i,  RuaseU  had  alao  reaigned  from 
the  poaltton^  of  inspeetor  and  his  place 
has  been  fllied  by  Mr.  W.  J.  McKeon. 
The  report  ahovyed  that  any  advice 
recarding  water  troughs  for  animals, 
fortrarded  by  the  aodety  to  the*  city, 
had  been  cheerfully  followed. 

'During  the  year  a  visit  of  inspec- 
tion had  been  made  to  the  stables  at 
Hatley  Park '  through  the  courtesy  of 
Hon.  James  Dunamuir  and  a  very 
valuable  object  lesaon  had  been  gained 
on  the  handling  of  horses,  the  stablea 
being  In  perfect  condition. 

Thanks  were  escteAded  for  assistance 
during  the  year  to  the  Women's  Anxil<> 
liary,  the  city.  Provincial  munldpali- 
tiea,  Mr.  C.  L.  Harrison,  public  pro* 
secutor;  Mr<  W.  Curtis  Bampaon.  hen- 
orary  auditor:  the  clergy  for  annual 
aermona,  tAia  press  and  the  veterinary 
surgeons  of  the  city. 

IKiring  the  past  year  the  society  has 
investigated  820  cases  of  alleged  cruel- 
ty, with  the  following  results:  ti% 
oases  were  dealt  with  by  cautions  and 
advice:  61  animals,  mostly  horses, 
were  given  treatment:  M  homalei 
eata  were  destroyed;  B  condemned 
horses  were  deatr(qred,  and  S  cats  were 
reeoued  from  telephone  poles.  The 
eodety's  new  Inspector  brought  four 
aaaas  to  ecoit,  aeourlng  convictions  in 
every  case. 

The  socfety'k  inspector  did  a  lot  of 
•ood  work  In  polatlag  out  def ecta  in 
hamesa  and  faulty  shoeing  to  animal 
owaam,  but  the  majorl^  of  caaea  of 
cfvelty  to  horses  came  under  the  head 
ot  starvation  through  inauAoient 
paa^urage.and  lack  of  water.

SEATTLE-BUILT  SHIP 
WRECKED  OFF  CHILE 

According  to  advices  reaching  Seat- 
tle yesterday,  the  Norwegian  auxiliary 
powered  schooner  Remittent,  a  Seat- 
tle-buUt  craft,  was  wrecked  off  Cape 
Gracias  while  en  route  from  Paasa- 
cola.  Fla..  to  Valparaiso,  September 
21.  According  to  the  advices,  which 
are  of  a  meagre  nature,  the  craft 
went  ashM-e  in  one  of  the  heavy  gulf 
storms,  and  for  a  Ume  it  was  hoped 
to  salvage  her,  but  Uter  she  started 
breaking  up  and  Is  now  said  to  be  a 
total  loaa. 

The  Remittent  was  built  by  the 
Puget  Sound  Bridge  A  Dredging 
Company  for  the  Washington  Ship- 
ping Corporation  on  contract  with 
Mr.  Alex  Prebensen,  of  Norway.  She 
was  launched  on  May  19,  lOJT,  and 
was  completed  about  four  weeks 
later.  She  sailed  from  Seattle  the  Ut- 
ter part  of  July,  1017,  and  had  been 
In  conUnuous  service  up  to  the  time 
of  the  disaster. 

The  Remittent  was  one  ef  the  first 
four  auxiliary  schooners  built  by  the 
Puget  Sound  Bridge  A  Dredging  Com- 
pany, and  is  the  second  of  these  ships 
to  come  to  grief.  Her  slater  ship,  the 
Portland,  wsa  burned  at  sea  off  the 
South  American  coast  on  her  maiden 
voyage.

That  let- 
ter, taken  with  some  others,  appear- 
ing lately  in  the  presa,  is  not  a  very 
good  advertisement  for  our  Islands 
Our  troubles  of  tranaporUtlon  have 
been  so  frequently  before  tbe  public, 
generally  with  the  raw  side  out.  thkt 
people  may  conclude  either  tKat  we 
are  a  "bunch  of  kickers,"  or  that  our 
tmasportaUon  is  hopeless.  In  either 
case,  the  intending  settler  maf  con- 
clude that  the  Islands  are  good  places 
to  keep  away  from.

And 
again,  "If  the  servlee  agrded  upon 
was  such  as  the  Island  Princess  car- 
ried out  until  a  few  weeks  ago,  ths 
service  now  being  given  the  islands 
M  not  according  to  contract,  and  th* 
agreement  entered  into  has  become 
"A   Scrap   of   Paper." 

From  this  wobbly  platform  he  de- 
livers  ths  touching  appeal:  "How 
long  are  the  people  going  to  tolerate 
any  large  corporation  making  and 
breaking  contracts  at  its  own  sweet 
will."   etc. 

As  a  matter  of  fact,  we  are  get-
